The odds are 50-1 that the three conferences will vote to submit 
a logical plan for athletic scholarships to the NCAA and say, in 
effect, “This is what we intend to do.” 

Such a move would leave the NCAA only two alternatives; one, 
to place it before the general body for a vote, which might have a 
pretty good chance of approval, or, two, to dismiss those involved 
from the organization. 

If it should come to a vote it is possible there could be 
enough strength mustered around the nation to adopt the 
Southern schools’ new proposal. 

However, if the Southerners are kicked out, it will amount to 
making their athletes ineligible for all NCAA competition, a drastic- 
appearing action which, in reality, would amount to little because 
the schools involved play 95 percent of their athletic contests against 
one another anyhow.

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Permanent Machinery Is the Real Need 


Metropolitan Atlanta’s transportation 
strike, which shows promise of becoming 
an annual affair, offers ample evidence 
that the time has come to set up some per- 
manent machinery for settling such dis- 
putes before they reach the brass knucks 
stage in which leadership on both sides 
has taken up positions making it difficult 
to retreat. 

Without at all intending to detract 
from any proposal to end the strike, we 
think it obvious that the usual suggestion 
of a “fact-finding” body, whose findings 
have no authority, doesn’t meet the need. 
The facts of the Power Company’s condi- 
tion and of the subsidiary transportation 
company’s income, losses, profits, ability 
to pay, working conditions and every other 
necessary item of inf ation is available 
in exhaustive degree tn iles of the 


investigation into the company’s condit 
In so doing, it used the union wage scales 
as a basis for its decision in so far as they 
related to the companv’s ability, to pay. 

The collapse of the fact-finding pro- 
vision of the Railway Labor Act is an apt 
illustration. This act provides for emer- 
gency fact-finding boards. Their recom- 
mendations have no binding effect at law. 
Since 1941 the “fact-finding” feature of the 
act has been brushed aside. In the current 
Diesel case the board rejected the union 
request for a third man in the cab. The 
Brotherhood has again chosen to ignore 
the “facts” and has taken its case to the 
White House. 

The New York Times, in discussing the 


dropping of a strike threat in New York 
last week, referred to the “spectacular” 
success of permanent machinery in the 
settlement of disputes in the men’s and 
women’s garment trades. Says the Times: 

“The heart of their system lies in the 
appointment by mutual agreement of an 
impartial chairman. It is his function to 
arbitrate problems over which the parties 
disagree. His decision is final and binding 
on both sides. We feel an impartial chair- 
man devoting full time to the labor prob- 
lems of the private bus companies could 
make a substantial contribution to allevi- 
ating the unrest that has plagued the in- 
dustry.” 

That makes sense. When management 
and labor both announce they will not be 
bound by any fact-finding board’s recom- 
mendations; when the information long 
has been available in detail in the Public 
Service Commission’s files, it seems to us 
the need is for something which will settle 
this strike and next year’s, too. 

We hope the State Legislature will be- 
come interested. After all, in the past two 
years the wages of the operators have in 
part been subsidized by the citizens of all 
Georgia in that profits from the Power 
Company have been used to pay the defi- 
cits in the transportation field. We trust 
the SEC and the Public Service Commis- 
sion will order against that practice. 

Also, there are other transportation 
companies in the State and many other 
public services. Is it too much to ask that 
a real effort be made to set up permanent 
machinery for the amicable arbitration of 
disputes? 


Tax Delinquents and Schools

It Will Be 
A Calm Summer 


Lying in my hammock Sunday afternoon 
watching my bees come and go from the near- 
by hives, I tried to analyze a feeling of relief 

which pervaded my mind. It wasn’t due to the success of an experi- 
ment. Asked to spend the weekend in the mountains, and unable to 
go, a program to turn the backyard lawn and flowers into an iso- 
lated mountain retreat had worked well. By ignoring the telephone 
and pretending its occasional pealing was merely the quarreling 
clamor of distant jays,-it worked very well. 


Almost at once it came to me. Sunday was really the first day 
on which the heat of Summer lay heavily upon us, and I realized 
that the subconscious feeling of relief derived from the fact that, 
however hot the Summer might be, it would contain no State-wide 
political campaign. The radios will be filled with the usual suds 
but without sound and fury. There will be no booming sound of 
breasts being beaten by the Tarzans of the political jungle. The 
Summer will be left to produce its own sounds, birds that sing and 
bees that hum, and automobiles which screech around curves in 
the early hours of the morning as youth has its fling. 


While there will be no campaign, as such, there 
| , will be speculation and the air will be so filled 
with trial balloons as to start another wave of flying saucer stories.

State Constitution does not allow Gov. Herman Talmadge again 
to be a candidate. -On the other side are many, equally as able, 
who believe he can be. 


The constitutional provisions are ambiguous. Roy Harris, chair- 
man of the committee which drew up the Constitution, says, “The 
language is mine. We on the committee simply didn’t dream of 
such a situation as now exists. Therefore, we made no provision 
for it. The situation is unusual and likely will never happen again. 
But, the fact is, we didn’t anticipate it.” 


Plans This loophole leaves the Governor’s position open to 

considerable argument. Gov. Talmadge has not an- 
nounced his plans. It is very likely he hasn’t made up his own 
mind. There is speculation he will run against Sen. Walter F. 
George, whose term expires next year, but this is doubtful, as of 
now. Gov. Talmadge would be extremely unwise, even if he knew 
what he wanted to do a year hence, to express it publicly or con- 
fidentially. Best guess is, as of now, he will again be a candidate 
for Governor ... unless the courts rule against him. 


If he is eliminated by the courts, they probably will also rule 
out M. E. Thompson, who served as Acting Governor for two 
years, and who has told so many persons in confidence that he 
intends to try again the news is in the public domain. 


Three trial balloons have already been sent up. The 
first was by Judge “Red” Townsend, of Dade County. 
It met with dead calm. There were no winds to blow it here 
and there for all to see. State Attorney General Eugene Cook was 
next. His balloon fared somewhat better, but still created no great 
excitement. This is at least partially explained by the fact the 
people are not yet interested in politics, but have a negative, anti- 
political attitude toward all politicians. This is true of the Gov- 
ernor himself, for example. Attorney General Cook has a follow: 
ing and his balloon is the most substantial yet to go up. Third to 
be loosed was that by State Treasurer George Hamilton. It has 
had an almost dead-calm reception to date. Mr. Hamilton, who 
came to Georgia from Pennsylvania in the days of the old. Ku 
Klux Klan, has been very successful in getting elected State Treas- 
urer across a goodly span of years. How he will fare in a race 
with issues (the State Treasurer’s campaig” rarely has any) will 
be interesting to watch, in the event he actually runs. 

There will be others. Former Acting Gov. M. E. Thompson has 
loosed his in private, telling a few friends in hotel lobbies of his 
intention, but the balloon, still bounding around the ceilings of 
the hotel lobbies, has not yet been exposed to the elements, in- 
cluding, even, the historic “better el-e-ment.” Roy Harris will be 
a candidate only in the event Gov. Talmadge isn’t. 

It might be well to suggest to one and all concerned that. be- 
fore they board the political train, it is a good idea to have the fare. 


Getting money to be elected Governor costs too much 
in any State. In Georgia it has come to be the chief 
source of our political troubles. The recent campaign for Governor 
cost an estimated $500,000, more or less, with the Thompson cam- 
paign reportedly slightly more expensive than the other. 


About 90 percent of those who contribute to campaigns expect 
a heavy profit in return. Most of those who give in the amounts 
of $5,000 expect in return what amounts to a license to steal. It 
is no exaggeration to say, on the basis of actual case histories, 
that some of those who in bygone years have contributed as much 


as $5,000 have made $100,000. 


It is a sad but true fact that many businessmen consider 
Prey the State legitimate prey and actually become angry when 
there is any resistance to their plans to turn a political contri- 
bution into a huge and unearned profit. 

Whatever the faults of the Talmadge administration, it is hon- 
estly bolstered in two key positions, the purchasing agent, Wil- 
liam George, and the Revenue Commissioner, Charlie Redwine. 
That both are occasionally victimized by pressures may be assumed. 
But at least they are honest and try to give the State a dollar’s 
worth for the tax money. What they are up against is the system 
of purchasing whereby the State seems always forced to buy at the 
highest prices. But their most difficult job is holding firm against 
those who consider the State and its revenues as legitimate prey. 

How we can reduce, or eliminate, this evil of the cost of getting 
elected, I do not know. There seems to be no answer. So. I would 
advise the boys who have balloons to send up, to be sure they 
have the fare.

such experience one learns that the “labor boss,” if one wants to call him that, stacks up over-all very 
well alongside those in business and finance who sit at the top of our corporate economy and across 
the table in bargaining, some of whom are pretty big “bosses,” themselves. Often the edge is distinctly 
in favor of the labor leader when it comes to sincerity of purpose for the general public welfare. There 
are some few in both groups who get overly conscious of their power, as in any human society. 


But, as for “dictation” of Congress by labor, 
that is the most absurd myth of our times to 
anyone who lives here daily with Congress and 
has seen the impregnable barricade raised here 
in the last 10 years against measures for the 
interest of millions of people, including “labor.” 


Now that there seems finally a chance to 
penetrate that barricade, only if a little bit 
here and there, to get through a few much- 
needed bills—housing, education, health, in- 
sereased minimum wage, modification of the 
harsh Taft-Hartley Law—Those who are 
working earnestly at this, as they have been 
for years, suddenly become evil “labor 


bosses.” 


It’s very queer tactics, though understandable, 
to anyone who knows the facts about national 
politics and forces operating in it. 

To get at the real problem involved, it is 
necessary to go back of the “labor bosses” to the 
millions of individuals who work daily in the 
greatest industrial machine the world ever has 
seen. They may be set apart as some sinister 
element called “labor,” but they are just people, 
g Americans, who live in your neighborhood, 
work hard to make ends meet and put their chil- 
dren through school and pay their doctor bills, 
and who help to make all your comforts and con- 
veniences as well as necessities. 


The basic economic fact of today is that 
millions must be kept at their jobs 

at good wages if the democratic capi- 
that we have struggled so to build up 

te eperate successfully, for that depends 


upon putting enough into the pockets of our 
people constantly to buy what they produce. 


Twenty years ago our system broke down tem- 
porarily because we failed to recognize that basic 
fact in our still new industrial economy. Out of 
our awakening. among other things, came the 
organization of labor to protect itself, so it could 
live, and out of that came leaders to represent 
working men and women and handle their prob- 
lems. Just as the same sort of leaders arose in 
business and industry 


It is a humanitarian thing to provide for 
our people. But that doesn’t have to be con- 
sidered at all. It is a hard-boiled necessity 
of economics, just plain good business. Big 
“bosses” on the industrial management side, 
some of whom complain so about the “labor 
bosses,” should be thankful. that labor or- 
ganization has come along, as a great many 
of them are. It has done much for them, as 
for all of us. They are doing nicely. We 
owe them much, too, for their skill and 
“know-how.” But they didn’t do it all them- 
selves and they can’t keep it going them- 
selves. Some of them seem to think so. 


That appears to be the attitude, too, of some 
in one of our great political parties, the Repub 
lican Party, judging from what goes on in Con- 
gress. If that attitude persists, if the objective 
in labor legislation continues to be to “punish” 
something called “labor” and some legendary 
Frankenstein “labor bosses,” it can be forecast 
that the Republican Party never will win another 
election and will pass away. 


Outlook for New Labor Law 


WASHINGTON—The crowing over President Truman’s troubles 
with labor legislation is singularly premature. The President is 
certainly not going to induce the Congress to bring back the old 
Wagner Act days, as he rather unconvincingly says he desires. But 
the chances are now excellent that he will get a new labor law 
severely diluting the Taft-Hartley Act, and probably expunging that 
controversial name from the statute books. His victory will not be 
total, but he has good hopes of victory. 


One sign was the recent defeat of the Republican-Southern Demo- 
cratic coalition, and the humiliating recommitment of their just- 
passed Wood Bill to the House Labor Committee. This means 
there is far more support for moderate labor legislation in the 
House than most observers had supposed. 


Main Bout What is more important still, most observers are 

also forgetting that the main issue of struggle will 
be the Senate. There is every reason why the Senate’s prefer- 
ences on labor legislation should eventually prevail over those of 
the House. The House Labor Committee, from which House con- 
ferees will be drawn, is in majority prolabor. Thus the House 
participants in the future conference committee are likely to ap- 
prove with alacrity any Senate actions favorable to the labor 
groups. And while the extremists: will complain, there is not much 
doubt that the House as a whole will accept the resulting con- 
ference report. 

This is looking far into the future, considering that neither 
House nor Senate has taken final action as yet. But the House 
outlook, after recommittal of the Wood Bill, is for compromise. 
And in the Senate a curious, complex and hard to disentangle 
situation has arisen which, despite all its confusions, also seems 
to promise an exceedingly moderate labor law. 


S Very briefly, the wholehog, Truman-sponsored bill. re- 
tatus pealing the Taft-Hartley Act outright, is now before the 
Senate, having been reported by a majority of the Senate Labor 
Committee. Also before the Senate is the recently presented re- 
port of the Labor Committee minority, headed by Sen. Robert A. 
Taft. This recommends a middle ground between the Taft-Hartley 
Act and the Thomas Bill.- But even this middle ground represents 
a long retreat from Sen. Taft’s former position. 

What is most striking about the minority report, however. is 
the absence from it of the names of Sens. Aiken, Morse and Ives. 
Aiken, of Vermont, and Morse, of Oregon, are both Republican 
members of the Labor Committee. Ives, of New York, is the most 
respected Republican authority on labor legislation. 

The plain fact is that Sen. Taft wanted few things more than 
to have these progressive Republicans marching side by side with 

His real objective, in fact, 


present oddly complicated legislative picture. 

Meanwhile, there is a political mora] in this situation. Only 
two years ago, the republic was supposed to be in danger if a statute 
less strong than the Taft-Hartley Act by one jot or one tittle was 
even considered for a moment. The Act had a great deal to do 
with the Republican defeat, which surely brought no happiness to 
the business community that demanded such strong labor legisla- 
tion. And now the Taft-Hartley Act is going down the drain. The 
moral is: “Be moderate, even when you're on top, because some 
day, you won't be.”

Every Day Is Labor Day’ 


BUENOS AIRES—‘“Every day is Labor Day in Argentina.” | 
That was one employer's reaction to St. Peron Day, the extra holiday which 


the Argentine President this week granted the nation’s workers. 


And he was not 


alone in his thinking: In the past two years Argentine workers, once as flagrantly 


thi 


exploited as any in the world, have won concession after concession until today 
aws make the old Wagner Act seem ultra-conservative in its approach. _ 
Few are the Argentine industries in which wages have not doubled or trebled since 1945. 


And, 


in most instances, it has been by government decree rather than old-fashioned methods like nego- 


tiation. 


But it is not in the field of wages that Ar- 
gentine labor has made its greatest gains. The 


Government has set up regulation after regula- — 


tion aimed at greater job security and employee 
benefits. As a consequence the Argentine worker 
now probably has more protection—and his em- 
ployer less—than his counterpart anywhere else 
on the globe. 


He gets, by Government order, a month’s 
bonus from his employer as a Christmas pres- 
ent. His ever-lengthening vacations and sick- 
leave benefits are prescribed by law. And, 
after the first month, he cannot be fired ex- 
cept for wilful damage to his employer's 
business and even then he must be given at 
least six months’ severance pay. 


These extra remunerations have been heaped 
upon him whether he asked them or not. A case 
in evidence is that of the workers in the “frigo- 
rificos,” or meat-packing plants. These recently 
asked, reportedly for bargaining purposes, a 40 
percent salary increase. The Ministry of Labor 
not only granted the increase, but also other con- 
siderations estimated to augment their remunera- 
tion by an additional 25 percent. The already 
hard-pressed packers, whose prices are fixed by 
law, threw up their hands. Either they had to be 
allowed to raise the price of their products, they 
said, or-else they would have to close down. The 
Government, which could ill afford to have either 
happen, has reportedly offered a subsidy to off- 
set the 30,000,000-peso monthly loss the packers 
claim the new wage scale will mean. 


As a result of the Government’s willing- 
ness, yea eagerness, to go to any lengths to 
aid him, the average Argentine laborer looks 
upon Juan Domingo Peron as indeed a saint. 
And the May 1 celebration here had all the 
earmarks of a Peronist rally rather than a 
Labor Day event. 


Several hundred thousand persons were 
jammed into historic Plaza de Mayo when the 
searchlights came on to pinpoint the balcony of 
the Government house from which the President 
spoke. His appearance, accompanied by his strik- 
ing wife, set off a reverberating wave of “Vivas” 
reminiscent of Mussolini in his heyday. 


Evita Peron spoke first and longest. But it 
was the President, taking off his coat and giving 
out with the traditional Labor Day greeting: 
“Fellow workers ”” who was plainly the 
crowd's idol. 

The greatest ovation, of course, came when he 
announced that since May 1 had fallen on Sun- 
day, Monday would also be observed as a holi- 
day ... “Saint Peron Day”. 


He had the good grace to smile when he sug- 
gested the name, but it was plain to see from the 
enthusiasm with which the crowd took “up the 
chant that there are indisputably many who 
worship him as a saint. And, considering the 
number and extent of his beneficences, there is 
little reason why labor shouldn’t.

As a last attempt our neighbors called the 
University infirmary and the medico in charge 
was kind enough to leave the hordes of waiting 
patients to see if he could help. He offered the 
best advice he could, but told them to keep trying 
to get the baby doctor as he was unfamiliar with 
her sickness. By 5:30 p. m. the little girl] had still 
another convulsion—and still no doctor. They 
rushed her to the hospital and were fortunate to 
find the house doctor on the premises, where she 
was finally treated. 

With all fairness to the hordes of students who 
crowd together ir Athens, and with due honor 
to their respectful positions, we would like to see 
the doctors awakened to our needs

“It is supposed to last forever,” added Sen. George D. Aiken, of Vermont, who told about his 


thrifty colleague, but carefully neglected to mention his name. 


“And what I want to know is when 


this gets popular, what is that going to do to the shirt industry?” 


Rep. Frank B. Keefe, of Wisconsin, who still 
wears a cotton shirt, said he didn’t much care. 
Nylon in large part is made of coal. but so, said 
he, is the synthetic lard and milk that some 
bakers are putting into bread. That’s what’s 
worrying him. 


Maybe these chemicals are nourishing. He 
doesn’t know. But the way things are going 
now he said it may not be long before a 
citizen, exactly as in the science comic strips, 
eats his beefsteak dinner in the form of one 
small pill. 


“Maybe science will prove these pills will be 
better for us,” he said. “Maybe that’s progress. 
But what it’s going to do to the economics of 
this country I can’t even imagine.” 

What it’s already done to the fats and oils 
business since the war, he continued, is a cau- 
tion. Two chemical firms that he knows about 
last year sold more than 10,000,000 pounds of 
synthetic emulsifiers and softeners to the manu- 
facturers of food. 


Sen. Guy M. Gillette, of Iowa, wondered 
what foods? Rep. Keefe mentioned bread, 
cake, peanut butter, candy, and ice cream. 
He said there undoubtedly were others. 

“And what are these chemicals made of?” 
demanded Sen. Aiken. 

“Mostly from coal, petroleum and natu- 
ral gas,” Rep. Keefe replied. “I have tried 
to look into the methods, but I felt my head

The gentleman from Wisconsin added 
that the Food and Drug Administration even 
now was trying to look into the effect on 
human beings of these chemicals, but that 
little had been seen about the proceedings 
in the newspapers. He said this was be- 
cause the evidence was so technical, and 
much of it so new even to science, that no 
ordinary chemist could understand the evi- 
dence. “So you can’t expect any newspa- 
perman, no matter how conscientiously he 
tries, to write about it,” he added.

The Furor Over the Durocher Case 


If the man who claimed that Leo Durocher knocked him down and kicked him had been a white 
man, there would have been no “case” at all in the latest embroilment of the inveterate mucker 
who personifies so much that sportsmanship abhors and yet seems indispensable to major league 


baseball. 

In disposing of the episode, Happy Chandler, 
the czar of the baseball industry, explained that 
Durocher was suspended for “preventive” rea- 
sons and not as punishment. In plainer words, 
Chandler was afraid of a race riot in Harlem, 
where the Polo Grounds now is a green island 
in a Negro neighborhood, which might have 
been followed by other commotions in Washing- 
ton and on the South Side of Chicago, where 
the Senators and the White Sox play their home 
games in similar surroundings. In fact, Chan- 
dler attempted to justify his punishment of a 
man who, in this case, happened to be innocent, 
and did, to some extent, justify the suspension 
by explaining that several prominent Negroes 
had immediately demanded action against Du- 
rocher. 

One of the individuals mentioned, though ap- 
parently beloved of many theatrical persons and 
some professional athletes, is no authority on 
the finer issues involved and would seem to have 
acted from that bigotry and arrogance which not 
always, but too often, have become the special 
privilege of underprivileged “minorities.” This 
temptation should be resisted in the interests 
of peace and domestic security by all those who 
enjoy the arbitrary status of “prominent repre- 
sentative” of this or that group. They should 


have been stimulated to touch off one or 
more disasters. 


A boy threw a stone at another boy to start 
the terrible Chicago riot. The loss to the Giants 
certainly was petty by comparison with the 
possibilities which Chandler undoubtedly had 
in mind. And Durocher had contributed to his 
own trouble by the misconduct which over many 
years had earned him a bad reputation.
